for the Sterling Park Safety Center will take place on Saturday, October Sth at
12:30 pm at 104 Commerce Street, Sterling, VA 20164.

This ceremony marks the commencement of construction on the new 22,000
square foot replacement station for the previous station at the same location.

The Sterling Park Station has served as home to the Sterling Volunteer Rescue
Squad and Sterling Volunteer Fire Company since 1970. The staff from Sterling
Volunteer Rescue Squad, Sterling Volunteer Fire Company and Loudoun County
Fire and Rescue have began operating out a temporary station as a new station
is built to replace the current Sterling Park Station.

Closure of the station is anticipated to last approximately 12 to 18 months. Staff
and apparatus currently assigned to the Sterling Park Station will relocate to, and
operate out of, temporary facilities located at 203 East Holly Avenue.

medical community.

In the coming weeks, it is expected that the Centers for Disease Control and
Prevention (CDC) will recommend that children ages 5 to 11 receive a COVID-19
vaccine. Shortly after this occurs, it is expected that the Virginia Department of
Health will authorize local health departments to begin administering vaccines to
this age group.

Registered nurses, nurse practitioners, licensed practical nurses, physician
assistants, pharmacists and physicians with a current Virginia license who are
comfortable vaccinating children as young as 5 years old are needed now to
ensure there are enough vaccinators available as soon as the Loudoun County
Health Department is authorized to begin administering the COVID-19 vaccine to
this younger age group.

Adverse Childhood
Experiences Training

The Adverse Childhood Experiences training is a one-hour educational program
that aims to raise awareness of Adverse Childhood Experiences, or ACEs. ACEs
are potentially traumatic events that occur in childhood (0-17 years). ACEs are
linked to chronic health problems, mental illness, and substance use problems in
adulthood. The training teaches that ACE prevention is the greatest opportunity
for improving the well-being of communities. The virtual training presentation
lasts about one hour. Discussion and a question-and- answer session will follow
the presentation.

to Fair Housing Choice. The process is being coordinated by the Metropolitan
Washington Council of Governments.
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Under the U.S. Fair Housing Act, people are protected from discrimination when
they are renting or buying a home, getting a mortgage, seeking housing
assistance or engaging in other housing-related activities.

The October 6 virtual public forum will gather input specifically for the Loudoun
County portion of the plan. The program will include an overview on fair housing;
presentation of Loudoun County data; discussion of policy priorities; and three
breakout sessions on discrimination in housing, barriers to affordable housing and
housing for persons with disabilities.

Secure land resources needed to address unmet housing needs.
Obtain viable funding sources.
Provide incentives, establish priorities and increase access to
affordable housing.
Implement policy changes to support affordable housing production
and preservation.

These five objectives and their associated key actions provide a comprehensive
approach to begin to address the affordability gaps that exist in the county. This
approach is based on research, best practices and Loudoun County’s specific
housing needs and housing market.

The current high level of

community transmission of

the coronavirus, the continued spread of the Delta variant and the fact that
children under 12 are not vaccinated heighten the need to maintain multiple
prevention strategies in public and private schools, particularly in elementary
schools where children are not yet eligible for vaccination.

Health official recommend all parents and children follow the prevention strategies
recommended by the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention and the Virginia

Department of Health and Virginia Department of Education, which include:

« Vaccinating everyone 12 and older

« Using masks consistently and correctly

Physical distancing

Handwashing

Staying home when sick

Getting tested if sick or if you have been in close contact with

someone who has COVID-19
